THE MUNICIPAL LIGHT AND WATEK lUNT 
DESTROYED TUESDAY HORNING 


About rt:30Tuesday morning, Janu¬ 
ary «. the Municipal Light A Water 
Plant w*8 dlMOvered on tire. So fast 
did tlie flames spread through the 
wooden structure, that the building 
was about burned down and much of 
the machinery greatly damaged be¬ 
fore the tire could by drowned out. 
The tannery company and the down 
town hose company responded prom¬ 
ptly and a heavy pressure of water 
was had from the Tannery water sys¬ 
tem. 

It Is not known how the tire start¬ 
ed. but when first discovered the 
roof was blazing. Tlie lew is estim¬ 
ated at over $$,000. There was in¬ 
surance to tlie amount of $6,900. 

A fine new engine was just lielng 
installed, but as it was in an addition 
to tlie main building, this valuable 
piece of machinery was not greatly 
damaged. 

Dymmoe, engines, boilers, puro 
and equipment were destroyed or 
greatly damaged. 

For the present tlie town will be 
wlttn)|B light, and for water it will 
have to depend upon tlie Tannery. 
Only for an hour or two was there a 
lack of water on Tuesday morning, 
before connection was made from the 
town lines to the powerful Tannery 
pump*. 

The. ltglil and water plant is owned 
by tlw - T wn of Marllnton Ii g 
beet) purchased by the town last fall 
for $20,000.
